EBIE, Pa., Hay 18.—The rain haa 


ceased, the flood in Mill creek baa sub- 
aided, and no further damage to city 
property is apprehended. The Lake 
Shore railroad was the first to re-es- 
tablish communication wHh the out- 
side world, It commenced running 
trains through this morning. Through 
trains on the Philadelphia & Erie came 
as far west as Waterford, twenty mile* 
from Erie, but several bridges between 
here and that point are gone. A lik« 
condition of affairs exists on the Nickel 
Plate, Brie A Pittsburgh and Shenango 
A Lake Erie. It will be several day* 
before traffic can be re-established OK 
these roads. 


The damage to property in Erie is 


not leas than (500,000, and may be twice 
that figure. A large proportion of the 
loss, in the way of damaged street*, 
pavements, etc., must be borne by th* 
city. Many poor families lost their all, 
but there has been no general appaal 
for help. 


The councils will meet in special ses- 


sion to-night and tekc action on the 
disaster.

AN UNRELIABLE LOCKE. 


«M Indiana Xar liwtlTal About to Mil 


Xkaraa-lt-A Ooatly Haste. 


IVDIANAPOUS, Ind., May 19.—The 


Indiana May festival, generally re- 
garded as one of the great musical 
events of the west, has by a sudden 
turn of events probably fallen through, 
though the directors will not know 
-positively until noon, whether or 
not they can go on. In the begin- 
ning they made a contract with 
Charles 
E. Locke, an impreanrio 


of Kew York, by which he was to 
furnish for,five concerts, beginning 
next Monday night, the Seidel orches- 
tra, and the soloists Mesdames Jueh 
'and Kelggj Misses Keid, Poole, Pabris 
and Stein, and Messrs. Stevens, Galassi, 
Fergusson, Beiger, Sanger and Bush- 
nell.'" A oonple of weeks ago there were 
rumors of a split between Seidel and 
Locke, and one of the directors, of the 
festival went to Cincinnati where Seidel 
was playing to see him. He admitted 
a dispute with Locke over $3,000 the 
latter 
owed 
him, but 
promised, 


notwithstanding this, to keep his 
engagement for the festival. Three 
days ago an announcement was made 
In New York of a series of Seidel con- 
certs covering the dates of the festival. 
D. P. Erwin, one of the directors, at 
once went to New York. Seidel flatly 
refused to come or have anything to do 
with Locke. When the screws were put 
toiocke he threw up his contract for 
the whole business. It developed that 
he had contracts with but one or two 
of the solilte advertised. 


Negotiations are now pending for the 


Damrosch orchestra and with the so- 
loists, But there is a hitch with Dam- 
rosoh. 


The directors have already spent 


about (4,000 in advertising and train- 
ing 'a superb chorus of 250 voices. 
About 14,000 worth of seats have been 
sold, the money for which will have to 
be refunded if the festival falls through.

PITTBBCBQH, Pa., May 18.—As far a* 


the railroads centering in Pittsburgh 
are concerned, the limit of the damage 
and inconvenience resulting from the 
high water has been reached. The wa- 
ter is now receding in the riven and 
creeks along the various lines accord- 
ing to the reports received at the city 
headquarters of the roads. 


At New Castle, Pa.,the Shenango this 


morning Is still rising. AU last night 
families were taken from their houses, 
find the work is still going on. 


A break is threatened in the levees 


west of town at any moment, and 
Mayor Richardson sent the entire f>- 
lice force and Ore department to warn 
the people of South Mew Castle to flee 
to th* highlands. A break will cover 
that part of the city to a depth of at 
least twelve feet, 


Since midnight over ten miles of the 


New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio track 
between here and Sharon has been 
ruined. A large railroad bridge, near 
the Etna furnace, went down yester- 
day morning carrying with it twenty 
loaded cars. 


Several bridges and houses floated 


down the Shenango yesterday morniBg 
and the dead animals seen indicate that 
the farmers have suffered heavily. 
Boats are plying in throe feet of water 
in the principal streets of the city and 
nearly all Business has been suspended. 


At Franklin, Pa., French creek is the 


highest ever known. All the lower 
part ol the city is flooded. The She- 
nango mills, brush factory and other 
factories being unable to do business. 


The Condition at the Baitroads Materi- 


ally Improved. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., May 18.—At neon 


the condition of the railroads affected 
by the floods had materially improved. 
At the dispatchers' offices of the Lake 
Shore, Nickel Plate, and Western New 
York & Pennsylvania, it was given out 
that all trains on the main lines would 
hereafter leave Buffalo on schedule 
time. The Nickel Plate trains will use 
the Lake Shore tracks between Block- 
ton and Erie. The Western New York 
&, Pennsylvania report all trains, run- 
ning regularly except between Tltus- 
villeand Oil City. Pittsburgh train* 
are run by way of Corry, over the Pitts- 
burgh & Erie road. It is reported that 
the water is two feet deep in the pas- 
eenger depot of the New York, Penn- 
sylvania &, Ohio at Ueadvllle.

CHICAGO, May 19.—The convention 


of chiefs of police from some of the 
largest cities in the country began at 
10 o'clock yesterday more ing to the 
city council chamber. Chief Seavey, ol 
Omaha, who was mainly instrumental 
in getting the officers together, called 
the meeting to order and introduced 
Mayor Harrison, who-heartily wel- 
comed the delegates to the city. Chiel 
MeClaughrey added a hearty secwnd to 
the mayor's welcome. 


Chief Seavey then spoke briefly of the 


subject of the convention, which was, 
he said, to effect a permanent police or- 
ganization and so unite the protectors 
of the people that the percentage oi 
crime will be greatlyvreducod. 


On motion of Chief MeClaughrey 


Chief Seavey was made the temporary 
chairman of the convention. 


Committees on permanent organiza- 


tion and programme were then ap- 
pointed, and the convention adjourned 
until 2 o'clock. 


When the convention reassembled 


the committee oa permanent organisa- 
tion reported the following officers: 


Presidenfr-W. S. Beavey, Omaha, 
Vlce-Preaidents-Benjamln P.

drldge, Boston; Roger O. Mara, Pitts-

The committee also recommended 


that the name of the organization be 
the National Chiefs of Police Union; 
that membership be left open to any 
chief of police or superintendent of any 
incorporated city In the United States. 
The report was adopted without discus- 
sion. 


A number of questions were discussed 


and referred to special committees, 
among them the following: "Police 
Regulations Applicable to any City in 
the Country;" "A Telegraph Code;" 
"Arresting Criminals on Telegrams," 
and "The Classification of Officers Be- 
low the Rank of Sergeant." 


The convention then accompanied 


Chief McCIanghrey to the Harrison- 
street 'station to examine into the 
workings of the Bertillion system. 


It was decided by an unanimous vote 


to hold the next convention in St. 
Louis.

ble, and after enduring hanishlps and 
starvation, ite numbers finally reached 
a point -in the wilderness some sixty 
miles distant from their homes. Weak 
and famished, without a morsel to eat, 
they were in a desperate condition. 


The father of the girl resolved to 


sacrifice her to preserve his own life, 
and one morning when bin companions 
were nearly frown with the cold he 
killed the daughter and appeased his 
hunger. 


Horror-stricken, his companions fled, 


refusing to take the miserable man with 
them, and at last accounts he had not 
yet mode his appearance in the settle- 
ments, and the probability ia that if he 
has survived he is keeping away on ac- 
count of his crime. 


The others finally succeeded in get- 


ting back to their homes more dead 
than alive, and later the terrible story 
was related to Bev. Mr. Maltais, curate 
of St. Etienne du Sagu«nay, who at 
once notified Coroner Foftord, at Pointe 
des Moaos, with a view to an investiga- 
tion.

the National Editorial association at 
the Mecca hotel was alow in resuming 
business this morning.

Mr. Rosette said the type-setting ma- 
chin*, in ite wonderful and compli 
cated mechanism, i* th* most interest- 
ing invention of tin last seven year*.

After the reading of th* paper there 


was no discussion on the subject of ma- 
chines, but A. Valor, dalagate from 
Indiana, moved that a committee be 
appointed to further investigate th* 
subject Mr. Valor said that when an 
editor proposed to buy one of the ma- 
chines he waa asked to pay an extrava- 
gant price for it or lease' It on terms 
favorable to th* lessee. He though! 
the whole subject ought to be looked 
into further. The motion was adopted 
and the chair appointed Mr. Valor, Mr. 
Proctor, of Massachusetts and W.,C. 
Sharp*, of Connecticut, to serve on th* 
committee. 


Mr. Hunger, of the New York dele- 


gation, got up aa the type-setting ma- 
chine matter waa about to be dlsmiasec 
and presented a resolution. President 
Price waa about to torn it over to the 
committee on resolutions, but Hunger 
demanded that It be read to the con 
ventlon, and the demand was compile!

Bow To Allay the Crisis. 


Tlw Baltimore American gives advice 


that ought to be heeded when it aays 
that capital ie timid and easily alarmed. 
The elUbtest causes sometimes produce 
momentous roentta in financial affairs, 
and it mun b* acknowledged that tha 
main reason for the present stringency is 
not a tatting one. The timidity, the 
shrinking within itself, ot capital, the 
effort to fortify itself .gainst possible 
dissstsr, is traceable directly to the timid 
•nd vaeilating oonrae of the government. 
To check it confidence most be abso- 
lutely restored, and this can be accomp- 
lished only, if at all, by a clear, manly 
statement ot tbe administration, throat- 
ing aside all nneertamty, aud.rfnring 
the business and D janoial interest* of the 
oonntry that henceforth temporizing ex- 
pedients will be abandoned, and tha 
obviously proper oonras will be pm- 
saed of t»)ing oat the money endi- 
mand which has been placed in the treas- 
ury for that purpose, and that bonds will 
be sold, or congress called together, in 
time to makeup sny deficiency that may 
occur. It is not certain that this wilt pnt 
an end to the oiisto. It is very difficult 
to allay suspicion when once aroused, 
bat it may materially modify the situa- 
tion and dissipate some ot the perils.
